Named  in  mem¬ 
ory  of  Otto  Locke,  often  called  the 
Burbank  of  the  South.  Died  in 
March  1934. 


Vice-President  Garner 

A  very  free  and  continuous  blooming 
rose  and  one  of  the  finest  yellow  roses 
we  have  ever  seen. 

This  rose  was  originated  by  H.  G. 
Locke  by  crossing  the  Joanna  Hill 
and  Glaudius  de  Pernet  roses.  Named 
in  honor  of  Vice-President  John 
Nance  Garner,  Texas’  foremost  citi¬ 
zen. 


Irene  A  new  rose  of  light  salmon 
pink,  shading  to  a  pale  yellow  and 


bronze  center.  Its  parents  are  Mme. 
Butterfly  and  Joanna  Hill. 

This  rose  was  originated  by  H.  G. 
Locke  and  named  for  Mrs.  Irene 
Clausnitzer  Sliope,  a  dear  friend  and 
a  great  lover  of  roses. 

St.  Theresa  The  buds  of  this  rose 

are  well  shaped  and  long.  Crimson  of 
color  and  exceptionally  fragrant.  Al¬ 
ways  in  bloom. 

This  rose  was  originated  by  H.  G. 
Locke  by  crossing  the  Etoile  de 
France  and  the  E.  G.  Hill  roses. 
Named  by  Father  Edwards  in  honor 
of  St.  Theresa  —  The  Shrine  of  the 
Little  Flower  Church  of  San  Antonio, 
Texas.  Over  $600.00  has  already  been 
received  in  royalties  from  the  sale 
of  this  new  creation. 

Domingo  A  beautiful  and  delicate 
rose  pink  with  a  large  pointed  bud. 

Originated  by  H.  G.  Locke  from  a 
seedling  of  the  Mme.  Butterfly  and 
it  resembles  it  to  some  extent.  A 
very  hardy  rose. 
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
